Extrem e caution while driving in 
fog rn advised by the Pennsylvania 
Motor Federation in a statement is­ 
sued today from the headquarters 
in Harrisburg 
* Fog. which is particularly prev­ 
alent a t this season, is dreaded by 
the motorist almost as m uch as it 
is by the mariner.” said S 
Ed­ 
ward Gable, president of the feder­ 
ation. 
It virtually wipes out visi­ 
bility on the 
highways, 
making 
travel dangerous to all users and 
demanding extreme care and cau­ 
tion a t all times. 
The driver who. 
either thoughtlessly or deliberately. 
takes a chance on highways en ­ 
shrouded by fog. risks not only his 
own safety, but that of all others 
who happen that w ay" 
Mr 
Gable called attention to a 
provision of the motor code th a t 
requires use of lights on cars d u r­ 
ing the day when visibility is bad 
because of fog, or for some otner 
cause 
‘ Many drivers seem to be 
of the opinion.’’ he said “th a t they 
are required to burn lights 
only 
during the period that begins one 
hour after sundown and ends one 
hour before sunrise. 
That is not 
the case, as the state law governing 
use of lights provides for Just such 
emergencies as fog, storm or other 
conditions 
that 
renders 
visibility 
poor during the day." 
He quoted 
that section of the lay as follows: 
I v* Of Lights 
“Every vehicle upon a highway 
w ithin this com m onwealth, d u r­ 
ing the period from 
one 
hour 
before sunrise, and at any other 
tim e when there is not sufficient 
Igiht to render clearly discernible 
any person un the highway at a 
distance ol 2rt0 feet ahead, shall 
be equipped with lighted front 
and rear lam ps as in this section

' Lighted lam ps may not improve

For 26 years he represented the 
state uf Massachusetts in the house, 
but in 1919, when he was elected 
speaker to succeed Cham® Clark, 
many

scurrying 
to

"Who's Who,” for he was not among 
the widely known members of the 
lower branch of congress. 
Since 1925 he has been in the 
senate. And as far as the public 
Is concerned he is as little known 
as ever. 
Gillett is that rare type of poli­ 
tician who says

He has never been spectac­ 
ular. 
On the contrary, he is quiet, 
dignified and courteous.

Election as speaker of the house 
meant much to Gillett. 
He 
had 
regarded it as the goal of his am­ 
bition. for he was the first Massa­ 
chusetts man to win that honor 
since the civil war. 
But then came the temptation to 
run tor the senate 
Many believe 
that he entered the race at the re­ 
quest 
of 
Calvin. Coolidge, then 
president 
He was succevsful—the 
first .speaker of the house to go to 
the semite since John G. Carlisle 
of 
Kentucky, 
who 
was 
speaker 
from 1883 to 1880 
Gillett makes few speeches. 
But 
those few are always pointed, often 
replete with irony and humor. 
In 
debate th're have been times when 
he was merciless. 
Once 
in 
the 
house, during a discussion of cor­ 
rupt practice legislation, he said: 
"Everybody here—at least almost 
everybody here—is against the pur­ 
chasing of votes.” 
And the remark went 
over 
the 
heads of none. 
His interest in baseball, tennis 
and golf is hardly less than that 
ne shows in politics. 
In his days 
at Amherst he was a member of the 
varsity baseball team and captain 
of the nine 
winning 
the 
college 
championship. 
At one time lie was rated the best 
golfer in congress. 


Washington—There was a

Fuss In Senate 
Finally Copeland arose and said 
that he was about to suggest that 
♦he senate adjourn until 9:45 o’clock 
that evening unless someone offered 
a good reason why he should not. 
Smoot attempted to. but failed to 
satisfy Copeland. 
Norris remarked 
that it was the same

story— 
once let the senate pass a
